A veteran 20-year Romulus 
Department of Public Works 
employee, who was stricken by 
a heart attack at work and died 
later was honored Monday 
night by the Romulus City 
Council. 

DPW Chief James Panos in 
a memo to Mayor Beverly 
McAnally wrote, “I was highly 
impressed with the quick, 
calm and efficient manner in 
which all the city employees 
involved handled this unfortu- 
nate incident.” 

Referring to the actions 
taken by his staff following the 
sudden attack that felled 
worker Larry Lindenmuth on 
Aug. 16, Panos wrote “by as- 
sessing the situation quickly 
and reacting as fast at they did 
by administering CPR, it was 
possible to get Mr. Linden- 
muth to Annapolis Hospital, 
where he was given professio- 
nal care.” 

Unfortunately while in the 
hospital the following day, Lin 
denmuth suffered a second 
and fatal heart attack, Panos 
explained. 


A second suspect has been 
arrested in a 10-year-old gang- 
land-style Romulus murder 
case, in which both victims 
were shot at least seven times 
with a semi-automatic rifle 
while they were seated in a 
parked car on California 
Street. 

Arrested last week in a Lin- 
coln Park gas station, was 
Mark Sennett, 39, of Southgate. 

Sennett, who reportedly is 
an iron worker, was charged 
with two counts of first degree 
murder and two counts of fel- 
ony firearm violations. 
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He was arraigned Friday 
before 34th District Court 
Judge Henry Zaborowski on 
the four charges. Sennett was 
ordered held without bail, 
pending a hearing in the 34th 
District Court on Sept 6. 

Ironically 10 years ago, an- 
other man was arrested and 
convicted of the double 
murders. 

That defendant, Robert 
Williams, 39, of Taylor, was or- 
dered to have a new trial two 
years ago, after an Appeals 
Court ruled that he was not 
read his Miranda Rights early 
enough in the murder probe. 

Since then, Williams report- 
edly has entered a guilty plea 
to second degree murder and 
apparently will be a witness in 
Sennett’s murder hearing. 

Detective Sgt. Michaei On- 
dejko, who investigated the 
case a decade ago, has been 
reassigned to continue the 
probe. He revealed the two 
murder victims were Van 
Hooper, 25, and David Stanley, 
27, who both lived in Taylor at 
the time of their deaths. 

According to police reports 
at that time, Hooper was found 
dead in the front seat of his 
black Volvo and Stanley was in 
the rear seat about 5:30 p.m. 
April 6, 1985. The car was par- 
ked on California, west of 
Wayne Road at the time. 

The murder weapon, be- 
lieved to be a 9 mm. sub- 
machine gun style weapon, has 
never been recovered, Onde- 
jko said. 

Police believed it was 
thrown in the Detroit River.

Council rescinds court resolution

Charges of racism, shows of 
outrage and claims the Re- 
corder’s Court issue did not 
belong on a local level 
abounded Monday night, as 
the Romulus City Council 
voted to rescind its previously 
approved resolution support- 
ing county court mergers. 

The top players in the 
night’s two-hour drama were 
Recorder’s Court Judge Kym 
Worthy and Darren Chase, a 
representative of State Rep. 
Deborah Whyman of Canton. 

Worthy, who drew national 
acclaim as the Wayne County 
prosecutor in the Malice 
Green murder case, served as 
the spokesperson for the anti- 
Recorders Court-Circuit Court 
merger forces in attendance. 

She traced the history of the 


Recorder’s Court back to 1867 
and claimed it has been cited 
as one of the best courts in the 
U.S. 

Worthy revealed the little 
known fact that the Recorder’s 
Court has a security system, 
while the Circuit Court does 
not 

She also stated that Western 
Wayne County criminals and 
prosecutors have the right to 
ask that their cases be heard 
in the Circuit Court, if they 
wish. 

Chase, who spoke imme- 
diately after Worthy, enflamed 
both members of the council 
and visiting Recorder’s Court 
judges, when he referred to 
Worthy as “crafty” and never 
used her judicial title when 
mentioning her by name. 

Chase cited the fact that 56 
state representatives had 
signed on as co-sDonsors of 


Whyman’s legislative action 
and urged Romulus city offi- 
cials and citizens to push for 
the right to elect Recorder’s 
Court judges. 

“Why does the city of De- 
troit have the right to have its 
own court?” Chase asked. 

“No one is making this a rac- 
ist issue,” Chase said, “and no 
one is saying the Recorder’s 
Court is inefficient. We are not 
trying to eliminate judges, we 
just want to change their 
titles.” 

An unsigned blue sheet 
pressing for passage of the 
court merger plan was at- 
tacked by Councilman Randy 
Gear as “racist” and even Ro- 
mulus father Bruce Jones de- 
clared “the message on the 
blue sheet almost makes me 
puke.” 

After the meeting, Jones, 
whose son Chris was slain last 


year by a 15- year-old gunman, 
said the line on the blue sheet 
that angered him the most was 
the one that stated “The Re- 
corder’s Court representative 
here tonight will incite your 
elected officials with false 
claims of racism.” 

Jones said he first saw the 
sheet last week, when he 
joined the court merger dia- 
logue before the Canton 
Township Board. 

“I didn’t like it then and I 
like it even less tonight. I just 
don’t want anyone to think 
Bruce Jones had anything to 
do with its printing.” 

Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry took Chase to task for 
constantly referring to Judge 
Worthy as Ms. Worthy. “You 
lost me on that one,” Raspbe- 
rry said, “I always call Mayor

“I believe that the em- 
ployees involved performed 
above and beyond their duty 
and should be commended for 
this,” Panos observed. 

The DPW chief cited his fol- 
lowing employees: Kathy Hood 
for quickly obtaining help for 
Mr. Lindenmuth and calling 
911; Bonnie Simko for her 
quick assessment of the situa- 
tion and for getting someone 
on the scene capable of per- 
forming CPR; Robert Kobylas 
and Rick Hadyniak for per- 
forming CPR and for George 
Simko, who was asked to drive 
the ambulance to the hospital, 
so that Emergency Medical 
technicians could adequately 
attend to Mr. Lindenmuth in 
the rear of the ambulance. 

Panos recommended that a 
resolution be passed by the 
council citing Mr. Linden- 
muth’s 20-year career with the 
city. 

The council accepted 
Panos’ request and honored 
both the late employee with a 
memorial resolution and ap- 
proved letters of commenda- 
tion for his fellow city 
employees, who worked so 
hard to save him. 


Speeding van driver 


A 37-year-old Allen Park 
driver was killed late Friday 
night, after his 1995 Ford van 
flipped over on the grass me- 
dian on Interstate-94 in Ro- 
mulus, police report. 

The victim, Michael Alan 
Beaudoin, was reportedly trav- 
eling at speeds up to 85 miles 
per hour eastbound on 1-94 


(about a quarter of a mile east 
of Wayne Road) at 11:10 p.m. 
Friday, witnesses told police. 

The same witnesses said Mr. 
Beaudoin’s vehicle was mov- 
ing from lane to lane, when it 
suddenly entered the median 
and flipped over one or more 
times. 

Detective Lt. Kenneth 
Kraus said the vehicle’s airbag 


killed 

deployed, but Mr. Beaudoin 
was thrown from the van and 
died at the scene. 

No other vehicle was in- 
volved in the crash, Kraus 
said, and there were no pas- 
sengers in the van. 

It was the city’s fourth traf- 
fic fatality of 1995. Alcohol was 
a factor in the accident, police 
said.

Chuck Sprinkle, armed with 
a new heart, continues his bat- 
tle against pneumonia at the 
University of Pittsburgh Medi- 
cal Center. 

Sprinkle of Romulus, a for- 
mer General Motors employee, 
developed pneumonia re- 
cently after being given the 
heart of a 26-year-old Florida 
accident victim. 

“We have been told repeat- 
edly by family members of 
many other organ recipients, 
that battling pneumonia is a 
widespread problem,” his sis- 
ter, Helen Van Riper of Ten 
nessee said. 

Van Riper said she has been 
at the Pittsburgh hospital 
since May 17, when Sprinkle 
was first admitted in search of 
a artificial heart. He used the 
artificial apparatus until Aug. 
13, when doctors finally found 
a match for Sprinkle in 
Florida. 


“Chuck remains in the in- 
tensive care unit here,” Van 
Riper said, and is still being 
fed through the tube. 

Sprinkle’s wife, Pat, was not 
available on the phone Tues- 
day morning, but reportedly 
was trying to spend as much 
time with her husband as pos- 
sible, since she has to return to 
Romulus this Labor Day week- 
end to begin her school bus 
route on Sept. 6. 

Sprinkle retired 15 years 
ago after major heart prob- 
lems surfaced while he was 
working with GM. 

Earlier this year he was ad- 
mitted to Beaumont Hospital, 


where he was placed on a bal- 
loon heart pump. 

But since patients can only 
spend a limited amount of 
time on such a device, doctoi's 
immediately began to look for 
other healtli care options for 
Sprinkle. 


After more than 60 days on 
the balloon device in Michi- 
gan, it was decided by doctoi's 
the next best step was flying 
him to Pittsburgh where artifi- 
cial heart devices were 
available. 

Numerous heart trans- 
plants occur at the Pittsburgh 
facility, his wife said.

Charter school 
will be delayed

The doors of Michigan’s 
largest charter public elemen- 
tary school, Monroe Develop- 
mental Academy, won’t be 
opening Sept. 22 due to the 
purchase agreement with the 
district being withdrawn by fi- 
nancial backers of the school 

Approximately 300 students 
are being told to register else- 
where for the start of the 
1995 96 school year, despite be- 
ing a few weeks away from at- 
tending the new charter 
school. 

While a Phase I environ- 
mental study was being com- 
pleted in the Titus School 
building, conducted by the 
parties intending to purchase 
the facility, an abandoned 
buried fuel oil tank was dis- 
covered adjacent to the boiler 
room. 

According to Chuck Stock- 
well, Monroe Developmental 
Academy administrator, the 
school’s organizei-s have been 
trying to buy time from the dis- 
trict and give the group a 10 
day extension of their option 
to withdraw from the purchase 
agreement. 

Investors were requesting 
the delay in an effort to con- 
duct a study of potential envi- 
ronmental contamination at 
the site since the boiler was 


shut down in 1971. 

“We still had investors 
through Monday and one as 
early as today, however, the 
district was unwilling to ex 
tend the deadline past Aug. 
29.” said Stockwell. 

Stockwell is advising pat- 
ents to register their children 
elsewhere. According to Terry 
Wood, community relations co- 
ordinator, parents should 
bring their children to the ele- 
mentary school they were to 
attend in Wayme- West land for 
registration. 

“There’s no problem. They 
can bring them into the ele- 
mentary schools, and we’ll 
take care of them,” said Wood. 

Dr. Steven Ingersoll, Board 
President of Monroe Develop- 
mental Academy, requested 
the district lease the building 
directly to the new academy or 
sell the building to the school 
on a land contract basis, based 
on the outcome of the environ- 
mental study. 

A press release from the 
academy stated the superin- 
tendent would not favor the 
proposed resolution. 

“I anticipate our adminis- 
trative team will put together a 
recommendation for the Board 
of Education to place the Titus 
School building on open mar- 
ket for open bids in the fu- 
ture,” stated Superintendent 
Duane Moore.

Tour offers look at school district

The wheels on the bus went 
round and round for a group of 
newly hired teachers, as they 
toured the district with Assis- 
tant Superintendent Greg Bar- 
acy in the front seat. 

Although Baracy didn’t 
drive the bus, he and Commu- 
nity Relations Coordinator 
Terry Wood, verbally guided 
the bus of teachers along the 
side streets and through the 
neighborhoods of Wayne- 
Westland. 

The hour and one half tour 
took the staffers from as far 
north as Canton Center Road 
and Palmer in Canton to 
Grand Traverse in Norwayne 
for a look at Lincoln Elemen- 
tary School in Westland. Orga- 
nizers gave the new teachers a 
chance to see the district and 
ask questions - an opportunity 
the participants welcomed. 

New hires and former dis- 
trict substitutes from Trenton, 
Detroit and Lansing got a look 
at their district first hand, as 
do hundreds of the students 
that ride the district’s 80 buses. 

“What a better way to see 
the district than on a school 
bus,” said teacher. “I wouldn’t 
have the time once school 
starts to drive around and see 
everything myself.” 

The tour included a look at 
the William D. Ford Voca- 
tional/Technical Center, 
Wayne County RESA facility, 
various elementary, middle 
and high schools and neigh- 
borhoods throughout the 
district. 

Baracy told the teachers the 
district’s student population 
will reach approximately 
14,700, down from a 1986 peak 
of 24,000. “The district serves 
five municipalities including 
Wayne, Westland, Inkster, Ro- 
mulus and Canton Township. 

The population decrease, 
said Baracy could be attrib- 
uted to the shift westward over 
the last decade and the closing 
of 15 elementary schools since 
1980. A district in the 1930s and 
1940s that served students 
from 30 different elementary 
schools within the boundaries 
of the community. 

“District boundaries are 
drawn based on rivers, 
streams, railroad tracks and 
main roads, not neighbor- 
hoods,” said Baracy. “The state 
has tried to keep the subdivi- 
sions together and not 
divided.” 

Teacher inquiries included 
the district-wide breakfast 
program, schools of choice, 
athletics, Sassafras Trails, and 
Michigan Education Assess- 
ment Program (MEAP) scores. 

“I was glad to see Wayne- 
Westland decided to bring soc- 
cer to the district,” said a re- 
cent Eastern Michigan 
University graduate. “Good 
move.” 

Many of the teachers said 
the attraction to Wayne-West- 
land included the number of 
jobs available, the number of 
schools in the district, the new 
superintendent and the re- 
surgence of young teachers 
coming to the community. 

“I’d been turned down at 
other district’s because they 
were looking for a male 
teacher,” said new hire, Cat- 
herine Wegienka. “I felt 
Wayne- Westland was sin- 
cerely interested in hiring a 
qualified teacher and not 
whether they were a man or a 
woman.” 

Wegienka, a 1994 graduate 
of Michigan State University, 
said she is looking forward to 
her assignment at Vandenberg 
Elementary in Wayne. “I re- 
cently completed a year of stu- 
dent teaching in the Glen-

Eyewitness goes beyond the 
names and faces in an attempt to cover stories in 
more detail much like a magazine would. 

WE have been criticized for writing about 
prostitution, drugs, crime, etc. Some readers 
don’t think it is our place to publicize the seedi- 
er side of Western Wayne.

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Inkster booming 

To the editor: 

The Inkster Downtown De- 
velopment Authority has one 
message: 

“The best developers for 
Inkster are Inkster business 
owners and Inkster resi- 
dents.” 

The bold development 
plan of the DDA - detailed in 
the 105-page Feasibility 
Study and Development Plan 
— centers on the “Quadrant 
Plan” which organizes Com- 
munity-Based Organizations 
(CBOs) citywide to build new 
homes and rebuild existing 
structures in consort with a 
newly-organized LDC (Local 
Development Company) 
headed by Inkster Business 
leaders. In less than three (3) 
months of implementation, 
the DDA Plan has generated 
both new construction and a 
new enthusiasm: 

1. The first new home un- 
der the DDA Quadrant Plan 
will be completed in three 
(3) weeks, with the LDC pro- 
viding construction manage- 
ment, Colonial Woods Block 
Club serving as CBO and 
sponsor, financing by NBD, 
and an Inkster-based general 
contractor building the home 
for an Inkster family. 

2. Five (5) homes scattered 
throughout the city have 
been purchased for $100 
each, with rebuilding to start 
once title is transferred to 
Inkster DDA by the city, 
along with the title for the 



old Inkster Township Hall, 
which is being converted to 
an office building by the 
DDA in a co-development 
with Inkster resident devel- 


opers. 

3. Three (3) shopping cen- 
ters at a total cost of $9.5 mil- 
lion are in the property ac- 
quisition phases, with 
Inkster residents co-develop- 
ing these commercial cen- 
ters along with Inkster DDA. 

4. Inkster LDC now num- 
bers 70 members, and is 
serving as both a Retail Mer- 
chants Association and 
Chamber of Commerce. It re- 
ceived an NBD grant for 
staffing, and has already 
published a Great City! 
Newsletter and started other 
promotional activities. 

5. In conjunction with 
Inkster School Board, the 
DDA has held an Inkster 
Youth Job Opportunities 
Fair where over thirty (30) 
employers both in Inkster 
and elsewhere have agreed 
to identify youngsters at the 
middle school level and pro- 
vide them with special train- 
ing through the community 
college level, summer jobs, 
and permanent jobs upon 
completion of their educa- 
tion. 

6. Several industrial 
plants are in process through 
Inkster DDA — one has al- 
ready been issued a building 
permit — and the DDA has 


signed up these corporations 
in the Inkster Youth Job Op- 
portunities Program. 

7: Major retailers are visit- 
ing Inkster seeking land, and 
Inkster DDA has started a 
“land bank” program to take 
advantage of these new de- 
velopments. Banks are actu- 
ally competing with each 
other for Inkster loans, and a 
level of reinvestment in the 
city unheard of in the last 50 
years is underway. 

No longer is Inkster talk- 
ing about what could be 
done; new construction and 
new development have re- 
placed words as the measure 
of growth. I ask that you take 
a look at these hard facts, 
and join Inkster DDA in 
showing that the Great City! 
potential of Inkster is now 
being realized by an old 
American strategy: people 
working together for the 
common good.

TIONS AND PROHIBITIONS GOVERNING THE LOCATION. ERECTION. 
CONSTRUCTIONS. RECONSTRUCTION, ALTERATION AND USE OF 
BUILDINGS, STRUCTURES AND LAND WITHIN SUCH DISTRICTS; TO 
LIMIT THE HEIGHT AND BREADTH OF BUILDINGS, SIGNS AND 
OTHER STRUCTURES; TO REGULATE THE INTENSITY OF USE OF LOT 
AREAS AND TO DETERMINE THE SIZE OF YARDS AND OTHER OPEN 
SPACES. TO ESTABLISH SITE DESIGN REGULATIONS AND TO PRO- 
VIDE SITE DESIGN REVIEW PROCEDURES AND STANDARDS; TO ES- 
TABLISH PROCEDURES AND STANDARDS FOR SPECIAL LAND USE 
AND SPECIAL PLANNED DEVELOPMENT; TO LIMIT CONGESTION IN 
THE PUBLIC STREETS BY PROVIDING OFF-STREET PARKING AND 
LOADING REQUIREMENTS; TO PROVIDE FOR THE RESTRICTION 
AND GRADUAL ELIMINATION OF NON-CONFORMING USES OF 
LAND. BUILDINGS AND STRUCTURES; TO REGULATE SIGNS BY ES- 
TABLISHING RESTRICTIONS UPON THE SIZE. HEIGHT, LOCATION 
AND NUMBER OF PERMISSIBLE SIGNS AND PROHIBITING CERTAIN 
SIGNS; TO PROVIDE FOR THE ADMINISTRATION, ENFORCEMENT 
AND AMENDMENT OF THE ORDINANCE, TO DEFINE CERTAIN 
TERMS. TO ESTABLISH PROCEDURES AND STANDARDS WITH RE- 
SPECT TO ADMINISTRATIVE FUNCTIONS AND TO PROVIDE PEN AD 
TIES FOR THE VIOLATION OF THE ORDINANCE; AND TO REPEAL THE 
PRIOR ZONING ORDINANCE 
THE CITY OF WESTLAND ORDAINS: 

Section 1. That the zoning map of Ordinance No. 235 of the City of Westland be and 
the same is hereby amended to show CB-lb district classification where R-5 district 
classification is now shown in the area situated in the City of Westland. Wayne County, 
Michigan, described as: 

lot 200 and 1/2 vacated alley at rear and 1/2 vacated alley adjacent thereto. 
MAPLEWOOD ESTATES SUBDIVISION. 

Section 2. The other classifications in effect in all other areas of the zoning map shall 
remain in full force and effect. 

Section 3. Severability. The various pans, sections and clauses of this Ordinance are 
hereby declared to be severable. If any part, sentence, paragraph, section or clause is 
adjudged unconstitutional or invalid by a court of competent jurisdiction, the remainder 
of the Ordinance shall not be affected thereby. 

Section 4. Repeal. All other Ordinances or parts of Ordinances in conflict herewith are 
hereby repealed only to the extent necessary to give this Ordinance full force and effect. 

Section 5 Publication, rhe City Clerk shall cause this Ordinance to be published in the 
manner required by law. 

Section 6. Effective Dale. This Ordinance shall become effective immediately upon 
publication thereof.

Road begins 
on Friday 
at Adrian

• Can Lorenzo Guess lead 
Wayne Memorial back to the 
glory days of the mid 1960’s 
when Wayne ruled the grid 
iron and its natural rival. West- 
land John Glenn? 

Guess, who had the savvy to 


make Wayne a winner in bas 
ketball a year ago, also is the 
one that has made Wayne a 
contender in football the past 
two years. He can do it all, ac- 
cording to Wayne’s coaches. 

“We can make a difference 
this year,” said Wayne coach 
Chuck Howton. “But this defi 
nitely is no time for reminisc- 
ing, but of getting ready. 
Belleville, Monroe, and For- 
dson will be tough again. In 
fact, looking at the entire field, 
I really don’t see anyone who 
you can count out. Everybody 
seems to be loaded.” 


And Howton was also not 
too pleased at what he saw 
during last week’s scrimmages 
against Northville and Warren 
Lincoln. 

“Our timing on offense 
wash’t there. We didn’t exe- 
cute the way I felt we could 
have. And you know that there 
isn’t much time left to work out 
the kinks. Friday night we be 
gin another season.” 

Wayne opens the 1995 cam- 
paign Friday night at Adrian. 
During their past five encoun- 
ters, Adrian has amassed a 3-2 
edge in the “W” column. 


“Adrian is a tough opening 
opponent.” added Howton. 
“I’m going to say that they have 
qualified for the state playoffs 
four out of the past five years - 
and that’s telling you some- 
thing about their program over 
there.” 

Not only did the Wayne of- 
fense sputter in the scrim- 
mage, but the defense, despite 
a few shining moments, had its 
share of problems, according 
to Howton. 

The Wayne enigma appar- 
ently is that the experience is 
there, but has not flexed 


itself. Howton and the Zebras 
hope that it will all come to- 
gether Friday night. 

All was not lost during the 
scrimmage. The veteran 
Wayne coach said he was 
pleased with the performance 
of 6-1, 205-pound nose guard 
George Buckner and Matt 
McNea, a 6-1, 185-pound defen- 
sive tackle. Also, the line- 
backers’ corps, led by Tim 
Galinis and Nick Nyschick 
showed that they can get the 
job done. 

“We do have some pluses, 
but not enough to say that we 


are ready for a team like 
Adrian.” 

The defensive secondary 
also appears ready thanks to 
such seasoned players as 
safety Richard Rashad and 
Jeff Temple. 

If Wayne is to take its place 
at the top of the Red Division, 
the Zebras will need to find a 
front line that will protect 
their talented quarterback. 

And. if that doesn’t happen, 
the glory days will remain just 
a figment of imagination. 



An early ‘must’ 

1 st game is big one for Robichaud

It isn’t often that first games are “must” 
games. 

But Robichaud coach Bob Yauck realizes 
that a loss to Monroe St. Mary’s Catholic Cen- 
tral Friday afternoon in the season’s opener 
will diminish the Bulldogs’ chances of a post- 
season Class B playoff berth. 

Yauck also realizes he doesn’t have an 
easy task taking the first one from St Mary’s 
Joseph Sandersen, whose team went 6-3 a 
year ago. 

Obviously a Monroe CC victory over the 
defending Suburban Athletic Conference 
champ would enhance St. Mary’s playoff 
hopes. The Bulldogs should compile a bun- 
dle of playoff points during their drive for a 
second-straight SAC title. 

“We know that they have a lot of gifted 
athletes,” said Sandersen, who begins his 
26th year as head coach. “Although we don’t 
know much about this team, Robichaud’s tra- 
dition of fielding outstanding talent is known 
throughout the state.” 

Robichaud produced such outstanding 
football talent as tailback Tyrone Wheatley, 
who was an All-American prep while at Ro- 
bichaud and went on to set all sorts of rush- 
ing and scoring records as a tailback with the 
University of Michigan. 

Wheatley was a first-round draft choice by 
the New York Giants. 

Now back to the high school ranks. 

St. Mary’s has 10 lettermen returning to its 
lineup and among the blue chips are Chuck 
Dykes, a swingback who doubles as a line- 
backer. and two-way tackle Goeff Goodman.

Goodman and Dykes serve as St Mary’s co- 
captains this year. The two could cause the 
Bulldogs a lot of headaches Friday 
afternoon. 

Yauck, also in his 26th year as head coach 
at Robichaud, his 30th overall, won the SAC 
with a perfect 6-0 record and finished with an 
8- 3 overall record, beating such powers as 
Marysville in the post-season playoffs. (The 
Bulldogs were ousted in the second-round by 
Detroit Country Day.) The Bulldogs are an 
odds-on-favorite to win the SAC again. 

Prep prognosticators say that the SAC is 
down, pointing to the defection of Oak Park 
to a Mega Conference in Oakland County and 
the declining enrollments at Ecorse and Ink- 
ster, which have been dropped in the Class C 
ranks by the Michigan High School Athletic 
Association. 

The onus of a Robichaud repeat may fall 
upon the shoulders of 5-10, 235-pound senior 
tailback Omar Speight, a speedy running 
back who has been clocked in the 40 in 4.6 
seconds. Speight was an unanimous all- SAC 
and All-Area player a year ago, and barring 
injuries, could be one of the top players in 
the state this year.

Belleville coach Bob LaPointe and the Ti- 
gers are led by All-Area running backs Joe 
Manuel and Ian Gold. The Tigers also have such 
notables as tackle Derrick Augers (64, 265), end 
Samuel Reid (6-3, 220), and Greg Vojtkofsky. • 

Salem may be ready for the challenge. 

The Rocks are coming off impressive scrim- 
mages, with Dearborn Heights Crestwood, Novi, 
and Livonia Churchill. However, Moshimer is 
the first to admit that these teams are not in the 
class of a Belleville. 

Off of the scrimmages, Salem fullback Matt 
Johnson and Tom Bish’s appear ready to go. 

“Friday, we are going to get a glimpse at what 
this team is really all about,” Moshimer added. 

In the meantime, the veteran coach is still 
looking for a starting quarterback.

Payback time? 


Khoenle, Canton

One of these fall afternoons, Plymouth-Can- 
ton and coach Bob Khoenle will walk out of the 
shadows of Farmington Harrison. 

But most prognosticators don’t expect that to 
happen during the 1995 football season. 

Harrison, the defending Class A state champ 
and, of late, a perennial state title contender, 
has also dominated the Western Division of the 
Western Lakes Conference football world, and 
no one is looking for that to change in the imme- 
diate future.

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Romulus begins new era with new coach in new league

It’s not enough to be tal- 
ented these days. In football, 
you have to prove yourself ev 
ery week. 

And first year Romulus 
head football coach Mark D. 
Woodson is the first to admit 
that his new charges have a lot 
of potential talent, but they 
will have a lot to prove Friday 
night when the Eagles take to 
the field at Taylor Truman. 

“We have talent on this

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DNR splits 

Environmental, conservation 
functions divided into two

An executive order by Gov. 
John Engler has split the De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources (DNR) into two 
departments, one which re- 
tains the original name and 
the other named the Depart- 
ment of Environmental Qual- 
ity (DEQ). 

The split will become effec- 
tive on Oct 1 unless action is 
taken by the State Legislature. 

After the two departments 
split, the DNR will keep the 
traditional consevation div- 
siion such as fisheries, wild- 
life, parks and recreation, law 
enforcement and will main- 
tain responsibilit for the 
state’s land transactions which 
are currently performed by 
the Real Estate Division. 

Deputy Director Russ Hard- 
ing, who has been picked to 
head the new Department of 
Environmental Quality, said 
the new department will be re- 
sponsible for air quality, envi- 
ronmental response, surface 
water quality, environmental 
assistance, underground stor- 
age tanks and waste manage- 
ment. The majority of the 
Geological Survey Division 
will be transferred to the new 
department with the exception 
of the geological resource 
evaluation and mapping pro- 
gram. 

“The majority of the Land 
and Water Management Divi- 
sion will be transferred to the 
DEQ with the exception of the 
farmland and open space pre- 
servations program, natural 
rivers program and the Michi- 
gan information resource in- 
ventory system,” Harding said.

be good for the environment,” 
Harding said. “I believe that 
this is a necessary step for the 
continued proteetionof the 
state’s environmental re- 
sources. The people of Michi 
gan have consistently voiced 
support for natural resource 
programs and protection for 
our unique environment. 

“We need to maintain, and 
build on, past environmental 
successes of this state. Often- 
times, the environmental pro- 
tection programs and the 
resource management pro- 
grams have competing priori- 
ties,” Harding said. 

“Under the reorganization, 
both environmental programs 
and resouce management pro- 
grams will get the attention 
they deserve as both will have 
cabinet level status as sepa- 
rate departments. In addition, 
the separate departments will 
quell the decades-old concern 
that hunting and fishing dol- 
lars are being used to support 
the environmental programs,” 


the new DEQ director said. 

Harding said that the new 
department would be “con- 
sumer driven.” 

“We will build on the past 
successes of the environmen- 
tal protection programs by 
placing the emphasis on pro- 
viding more services to our 
customers, alleviating the per- 
mit backlog and decreasing 
the turnaround time for per- 
mits,” Harding said. “We also 
will open an office in the city 
of Detroit within six months of 
the establishment of the new 
department in order to pro- 
vide more access to DEQ for 
the largest population center 
in the state. 

“In addition, we will en- 
courage amendments of cur- 
rent laws that inhibit the de- 
partment’s ability to strive for 
partnerships and continue to 
implement admendments that 
provide for them. Specifically, 
we will be very agressive in 
our implementation of the 
Michigan Environmental Re- 
sponse Act amendement, we 
will continue to encourage de- 
velopment of environmental 
audit privilege legislation and 
a wetlands banking program, 
and we will work with legisla- 
tors to develop solutions to the 
flow control program,” he con- 
cluded.

In real life if you were stopped for speeding by 
a police officer and said I didn't know 100 m.p.h. was against the law, 
he would write you a ticket and tell you ignorance is no excuse. Most 
track officials will tell you to buy a rule book. The rules in the N.H.R.A. 
rule book may seem out of place for your daily driver, but they were 
written because someone said that would never happen to me. 

Math can be used in more ways than you can think of from reading a 
time slip to figunng out how to jet your carborator with the weather 
changes. When your car goes thru the finish line with the engine revving 
to high it will take some math knowledge to figure out what gear or tire 
size will make the engine work less and attain the same or better speed. 

It also takes geometry to set up a chassis on a car with four link or 
ladder bar suspension. Sure you could make it work with trial and error 
but by the time you get it the competition is going home with the 
money, the days of building a car from the seat of your pants is back in 
the sixties. 

W ith all the exotic forms of fuel used nowadays, a science degree 
is a must. Mixing nitro methane in top fuel cars to understanding 
how nitrous oxide mixed with gas or alcohol makes a car fly down the 
track or puLs an engine in the scrap pile. 

Every person that has taken auto shop can go to Ramchargers and 
pick up parts for their car to make them go faster, but wouldn’t it be 
more fun to know how the parts work and learn to make those parts 
work even better. 

Most tracks have a high school race in the spring and fall. It’s a great 
way to spend the day and cheer on your high school team and spend the 
day with the family. Most tracks put up some scholarships to college or 
trade schools and many other prizes. So bring out the car you have been 
working on all summer long or hop in the daily driver and come out and 
have some fun.

Welfare reform bill 
on Capitol agenda 


Welfare reform will be 
among the first issues the Sen- 
ate tackles when lawmakers 
return to Capitol Hill after La- 
bor Day. 

“The nation’s welfare sys- 
tem does not serve the nation 
well. It has failed the children 
it is intended to protect and it 
has failed the American tax- 
payer,” said Senator Carl Le- 
vin, D-Mich. “It makes no sense 
to continue a system which 
contains incentives for people 
to be on welfare.” 

The modification would re- 
quire welfare recipients who 
are not in training, in school or 
working in a private sector job 
to perform community service 
within six months as a condi- 
tion of continuing to receive 
benefits. 

As originally drafted, both 


the GOP and the Democratic 
Welfare proposals allowed two 
years before welfare recip- 
ients not in training, in school, 
or in a private sector job, were 
required to perform a commu- 
nity service job in order to re- 
tain benefits. 

Levin’s tighter work provi- 
sions would be phased in to al- 
low states to adjust to the 
administrative requirements. 
After three years States are 
told they should adopt the Le- 
vin six-moth provision. The 
provision becomes fully man- 
datory at the end of seven 
years. 

“The Dole bill requires pri- 
vate employment or commu- 
nity service work within two 
years. Why wait that long?” Le- 
vin asked. ‘‘Why wait two 
years? Six months is surely 
long enough.”

Curfew sweep takes 
in 27 area juveniles 


In response to the nu 
merous complaints about juve- 
niles violating the Ypsilanti 
Township curfew ordinance. 
Michigan State Police 
Troopers and Washtenaw 
County Sheriff's Deputies 
teamed up and conducted a 
curfew sweep last Friday from 
11 p.m. to 4 a.m. 

During this operation, a to- 
tal of 27 juveniles were picked 
up. They were then taken back 
to the Michigan State Police 
Post 26, where parents came 
and picked them up. 

Other violations included 
pager violations, minor in pos- 
session (MIP) of tobacco, and 
MIP of alcohol. One curfew vi- 
olator was kept in the Juvenile 
Detention facility after being 
arrested. 

More curfew operations like 
this are being planned by the 
Michigan State Police and the 


Washtenaw County Sheriff’s 
Department. 

Juveniles and their parents 
are reminded that, within Yp- 
silanti Township, a person 17 
and under who is caught out 
during the hours of 1 1 p.m. to 6 
a.m. will be cited for curfew 
violation. 

The only exceptions to this 
ordinance are: if the minor is 
accompanied by a parent, le- 
gal guardian, or other respons- 
ible adult having the care or 
custody of the minor; or, the 
minor is going to or from work, 
provided that the minor’s 
hours of employment do not vi- 
olate state law. 

Parents are also reminded 
that they can also be cited for 
failing to exercise control over 
their child. Each violation car- 
ries a maximum fine of $100/90 
days in jail.

Dreams do come true 

Businesswoman becomes a cosmetologist to help cancer patients

A local businesswoman’s 
sensitivity and concern for 
cancer patients has led her to 
create unique hair designs for 
oncology patients in the West- 
ern Wayne County area. 

Susie Lucas began her cru- 
sade to help those less fortu- 
nate while working at St. 
Joseph Hospital in the envi- 
ronmental service depart- 
ment. 

“After working around can- 
cer patients, I was exposed to a 
lot of young people who had 
cancer and lost their hair,” 
said Lucas. “I noticed that they 
started losing their self es- 
teem. They took it very hard. 

“There isn’t a lot out there 
in terms of wigs or hair designs 
for cancer patients. I wanted to 
ease their pain and give them 
back their self esteem.” 

Lucas left St. Joseph to pur- 
sue a cosmetology license to 
begin her new career as a de- 
signer of wigs for children, wo- 
men and men who are cancer 
patients. 

The Westland resident not 
only achieved her goal to be- 
come a licensed cosmetologist, 
but she also opened her own 
beauty salon in Inkster. 


"I started out making tur- 
bans,” said Lucas. “I worked at 
first out of the basement of my 
home. Slowly 1 was able to 
gather enough money to open 
my own business.” 

Unique Hair Designs is lo- 
cated at 211 Henry Ruff in Ink- 
ster. The mother of five said 
with her unique creations, 
cancer patients can have many 
different hairstyles. 

“With these turbans, cancer 
patients can go out shopping 
for a new outfit and still look 
in style or go to a baseball 
game,” Lucas said. “I have sev- 
eral kinds of turbans to match 
any skin color or shape of face. 

I also have many hair bands, 
scarves, braids, French twists 
arid ponytails.” 

The turbans are available in 
several colors from pink to 
black. She has even designed a 
baseball cap for men with hair 
fringes aligning the bottom of 
the hat. 

The unique hair designs are 
also reasonably priced. They 
range from $20 to $179 depend 
ing on the style. 

“If someone can’t afford the 
actual price of the turban, I 
will work with them,” said 
Lucas. “I have given a few 
away to those who didn’t have 
any money.” 


Lucas said several of the 
cancer patients she has al- 
ready helped not only enjoy 
her product, but they also feel 
more confident. 

“Once they have hair again 
with a turban or braid or twist, 
they can’t wait to go out to the 
malls and restaurants,” said 
Lucas. “It’s so sad when you 
see a young person who has 
cancer, and they lose all their 
hair. 

“I saw one young girl who 
just cried when she looked in a 
mirror. I wanted to do some- 
thing to help these people.” 

The majority of the West- 
land resident’s hair designs 
are made of real hair which 
can be curled and cut to the 
shape of a face. 

Lucas said she is tiying to 
worlrwith area hospitals to let 
them know about her product 
so cancer patients will realize 
there is an alternative. 

“Sometimes they don’t know 
they have options,” said Lucas. 
“They can look presentable 
without having to wear just a 
hat or scarf.” 

Lucas grew up in Montgom- 
ery, Ala. She said her parents 
always taught her to be kind 
and considerate of others. 

“Caring about the needs of 
others was definitely a part of

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1995 Ford Bronco scores with big, bold truck

BIG, BOLD, and BEAUTI- 
FUL? Well, not quite, but it is 
big and bold. I am describing 
the 1995 Ford Bronco. 

I was amazed when I found 
that this truck went over 35 
mph on the highway. With all 
of the publicity I was con- 
vinced that if O.J’s could only 
do 35 then that’s all that my 
tester could do. 

Kidding aside, the Bronco 
exhibited better braking and 
acceleration then the 1995 
Chevrolet Tahoe 2 door that I 
tested a few months ago. 

Where the Bronco did not 
excel, in my opinion, was the 
looks department. The basic 
shape of the body has not 
changed in the past 10 to 12 
years. If anything hurts the 
sales of this giant, this is it. 

A new trim package joins 
the Ford Bronco lineup for 
1995. The XLT Sports Package 
is available in any of three eye- 
catching clearcoat colors 
Bright Red, Black, and Oxford 
white - with matching grille, 
bumpers and cab steps. It also 
has forged aluminum deep- 
dish wheels. 

The interior compliments 
the exterior color and is fitted 
with captain’s chairs for the 
driver and front passenger and 
bench seating in the rear. 

Filling a niche between the 
mid-level XLT and the top-of- 
the-line Eddie Bauer, the XLT 
Sport Package is designed to 
further broaden the market 
appeal of Bronco to include 
buyers who are looking for a 
sportier image in a rugged four 
wheel drive vehicle. Bronco 
has been America’s best-sell- 
ing full size utility vehicle for 


15 years. 

Bronco models are powered 
by either of two electronically 
controlled fuel injected V8 en- 
gines. The 5.0 liter engine can 
be teamed with either a five 
speed manual overdrive trans- 
mission or a four speed auto- 
matic overdrive transmission. 
The 5.8 liter V8 is paired ex 
clusively with the four-speed 
automatic transmission. 

Bronco’s standard safety 
equipment includes a four- 
wheel anti-lock braking sys- 
tem, a drivers side air bag, 
side-door guard beams and an 
interlock that requires the 
brake pedal to be applied be- 
fore the automatic transmis- 
sion can be shifted out of 
“PARK.” 

At $26,780 the Bronco is not 
cheap, but it does its job well. 
For the price you receive: air 
conditioning, power windows 
and locks, an AM/FM stereo 
with cassette, a 5.0 liter V8 en- 
gine, a 5 speed manual trans- 
mission', 4-WD, an anti-theft 
security system, keyless entry 
and the blackest raven black 
paint scheme I have ever seen. 

Before I had the flat tire I 
would have only criticized 
the Bronco for its antiquated 
design. However, after search- 
ing for nearly 15 minutes for 
the jack, I resorted to looking 
in the owner’s manual. It in 
formed my on page 4-59 that 
the jack was mounted under 
the hood on the passenger side 
fender. A poor place indeed 
considering that the tempera- 
ture was exceeding 94 degrees 
and I had been traveling for 
nearly an hour. It was a tad 
warm when changing a tire 
and fighting with the jack. 
Enough said. A redesign would 
be greatly appreciated.

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Amigo Mobility helps 
disabled ‘get up and go’

The Amigo Mobility Center offers 
platform and mobility aids to those 
who are mobility impaired. 

Among the products offered are a 
battery-powered platform and mo- 
bility aids - the lifts installed in 
cars and vans - and tub lifts. They 
also sell and sendee wheel chairs 
and ramps. 

All repairs are made on site. 

The Amigo Platform Mobility Aid 
was invented in 1968 by A1 Thieme 
for his wife, in Bridgeport Mich. All 
of the parts of the Amigo Mobility 
aids are made in the United States, 
and are constructed in Bridgeport 

Donajane Japinski opened the 
first Amigo franchise in Wayne 
County in June of 1994 in Livonia. 
She opened her second store on 
May 15 of this year in Troy. Before 
she opened her first store, people 
who wished to purchase an Amigo 
mobility aid had to go to the factory 
and store in Bridgeport to buy one. 

The Amigo is a battery powered 
scooter that runs on either a 12 volt 
battery or a 24 volt battery depend- 
ing on whether it is a front wheel 
drive or a rear wheel drive vehicle. 
They have an on-board charger, for 






the battery that can be plugged into 
a wall socket for charging. The bat- 
teries can get between 15 and 25 
miles on a charge depending on the 
model and are able to maintain 
speeds of about 5 miles per hour. 

Japinski, became interested in 
helping people with disabilities af- 
ter working with General Motors 
Corporation’s Mobility Program 
which offers a $1,000 rebate to peo- 
ple who must make changes to vehi- 
cles to accommodate disabilities. 
During her time in this position, she 
noticed how many people were in 
need for special services like the 
Amigo.

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Family ties 

Father, son share drag racing enthusiasm

A chance broken leg shortly be- 
fore a football season several years 
ago turned young Stewart Evans 
sports' interests to drag racing. 

Today that decision is being 
looked on fondly by his father, John 
Evans, owner of Stu Evans Lincoln 
Mercury, as the greatest chance in 
the world for quality time for him 
and his 19-year-old racing enthusi 
ast son. 

The senior Evans said he was 
greatly surprised early last year, 
when his son (just before he began 
his senior year at Northville High 
School) told him that he was inter- 
ested in purchasing a particular 
racing car. 

Evans joined his son in inspect- 
ing the car (a 1966 Comet) at an en- 
gine builder’s shop. 

“We bought the car, had a new' 
engine installed, and Stewart was 
ready to go last August,” Evans said. 

The Evans car dealership has 
close ties with the Milan Dragway 
and since his son has entered the 
racing field, “it has become our 
home track”, Evans said. 

“The third week he entered the 
races,” the proud father said, “he 
went to the third round of the 
night.” That is quite a record for 
such a young racer, Evans added. 

As his son's driving expertise de- 
veloped rapidly, Evans said, it was 
decided that a faster car should be 
obtained. Thus in October of 1994, 
his son purchased a 1994 Thunder- 
bird race car from noted auto 
builder Carl Holbrook. 

Holbrook had built the car for 
himself, Evans explained, and at 
the 1994 Autorama the car was cred- 
ited with being the best engineered 
and having the best finish. 

“I saw' him drive it up to speeds of 
186 miles per hour,” Evans said. Af- 
ter purchasing the quality racing 
car, we installed a Ford 514 engine 
in it during the w inter, he said. 

Then last winter Stew'art went to 
Frank Hawley’s Drag Racing School 
in Florida for three days and then 
returned later for another day of 
training. 

Last month, his son attended 
Hawley’s reaction clinic in Reading, 
Penn, w'here drivers learn to match 
their mental driving skills w'ith 
other elements of drag racing. 

While there, he continued to a 
fifth round of racing one day and hit 
a top speed of 8.67 seconds for a 
quarter mile, Evans related. 

In drag racing, men and women 
of all ages compete in the same 
classes. In fact one veteran racer, 
who had retired and recently re- 
turned and won a $15,000 prize a 
few weeks before, w'as beaten by my 
son. 

“We have learned a lot in a short 
period of time,” Evans said. “While 


I in Reading, the fly-wheel in my 
] son’s car broke. We had a new one 
flown in from Michigan and in- 
stalled it with the help of others and 
he was back on the race track by 1 
p.m. that day.” 

Young Stewart is currently up for 
“Rookie of the Year” honors at 
Milan Dragway, his father said. 

Bill Kapolka, president of the 
Milan Dragway, admitted young 
Stewart is one of the up-and-eomers 
in the drag racing field and will be 
one of about a dozen drivers com- 
peting for that award. The winner 
will be announced at a formal ban- 
quet in October. 

Evans said he and his son really 
feel at home on the Milan track, be- 
cause of the environment the opera- 
tors have created there. “ It goes 
even beyond general safety provi- 
sions,” Evans said, “they outlaw 
drinking and driving on the track 
and refuse to allow' any types of 
games going on there.” 

Kapolka is proud of the Milan 
Dragw'ay’s safety record. “Last year 
we had 76,000 races and only re- 
corded three minor accidents with 
no injuries,” he said. 

What makes that record so re- 
markable, Kapolka said, is that the 
action is at super high speeds. A 
new' speed record (293 miles per 
hour) was set last year by a woman 
driver, Shirley Muldow'ney. 

Kapolka was equally proud of the 
no drug or alcohol emphasis at the 
Milan track and feels that is why the 
dragway has become such a family- 
related sport site. “We have many 
father and son, as well as best 
friend-brothers teams here,” he 
said. 

What does the future hold for 
young Evans? His father said Stew- 
art will be entering Northw'ood Uni- 
versity in Midland this fall. He will 
be majoring in automotive 
marketing. 

In addition a pair of identical 


1996 Thunderbirds will be pur- 
chased for next year’s racing sea- 
son. Evans’ son will drive one and 
Chris Holbrook, son of Carl 
Holbrook, will drive the other in the 
same class races, Evans said. 

Stu Evans Lincoln Mercury deal- 
ership sponsors a huge scoreboard 
in the left lane of the Milan track. 
Evans firm also sponsors High 


School National competitions at the 
Milan track each spring and fall 
that attract hundreds of area 
students. 

The winners of the contests earn 
free trips to the Hawley Drag Rac- 
ing School, Evans said. 

Stewart’s grandfather, Stu Evans, 
now 88, founded the car company in 
1945.

For people who want a good se- 
lection of office supplies without 
being overwhelmed by a huge store, 
Parkway Office Supply is a good 
choice. 

Parkway will fill any special or- 
der, usually within one day. Park- 
way stocks a wide variety of office 
supplies. Whether you need sup- 
plies to keep your desk stocked and 
organized or a desk to put them in, 
you can get it at Parkway. 

Parkway sells pens, paper, 
computer disks, mouse pads, note- 
books, ribbons, paper clips, sta- 
plers, and all types of printer paper. 

Parkway also sells file cabinets, 
computer desks, office desks, book 
shelves, chairs and other items in 
which to store supplies. 

A recent addition to the inven- 
tory that has been selling well is the 
solid oak office furniture. The furni- 
ture is more sturdy and attractive 
than furniture made of particle 
boards or veneers. Parkway re- 
ceived the stock near the beginning 
of August, and has been selling 
well. A new line of furniture the 


store sells is solid oak, with no par- 
ticle board. 

“The furniture area has been re- 
ally growing,” owner Jon Hisey said. 
The new furniture is designed by an 
interior designer who is on staff 
with Office Pros, a marketing orga- 
nization. 

A new computer system Parkway 
uses takes much of the guesswork 
out of ordering and keeping track of 
merchandise.

The re- 
ordering works on a two-week cycle. 

Likewise, every time someone 
buys an item, it is automatically 
taken off the inventory, Hisey said. 

So, what if you walk into Parkway 
and you can’t find the right brand of 
typewriter ribbon, or you need a 
certain type of paper? Not to worry! 
Parkway can order just about any- 
thing you need through a 25,000 
item catalogue, and you can get it 
the next day. 

Owner Jon Hisey has been oper- 
ating the store for two years, after 
his parents retired. The store has 
been open since 1969. Hisey and his 


wife Regina are co-owners. 

Parkway has no “mission state- 
ment,” per se, but operates under 
the age -old idea that “the customer 
is always right.” 

“We have a very loyal customer 
base,” Hisey said. “(Wayne) is a nice 
community to do business with.” 

The store deals with approx- 
imately 100 customers per day. 
Hisey said he enjoys seeing a wide 
variety of people shopping in the 
store. 

While many office supply stores 
have decided to deal with only com- 
mercial accounts, but Parkway han- 
dles both retail and commercial 
accounts. The store has 2,500 com- 


mercial accounts. 

Operating a retail store has more 
challenges than operating a strictly 
commercial business. In retail 
stores, operators have to guess 
about how much of a product to 
keep on the floor, and “hope it 
sells,” Hisey said. 

The store’s original location was 
in the old Young Hardware build- 
ing. It then moved to where Jack’s 
Sport Center is located, on 3158 S. 
Wayne Road. It has been in its cur- 
rent location, 2118 S. Wayne Road in 
Westland, for 19 years. 

Store hours are 8:30 a.m. to 5:30 
p.m. Monday through Friday, and 9 
a.m. to 1 p.m. Saturday.

He sympathized with my situation. He 
was able to get me in. Toussaint, a native 
of Haiti, got involved in activities and 
began to feel "part of the American society, 
that melting pot."
